J A Dinner of Horse-Mea- t.

Tie following note, from an American gentle-

man travelling in Europe, gives some account
of a dinner at which he ate horse-mea- t, not
so greatly to his own disgust as might be sup-

posed:
"STUTTdABn, March 26, 1867. I dined yester-

day with the 'Society for the Protection of Ani-

mals,' on the occasion of their animal banquet.
The society availed themselves of this occasion
to prove to the public that horseflesh is a de-

sirable addition to the meats now in use, and is
so cheap aud nourishing that efforts should be
made to bring it into use. We had it served
and cooked in different ways, and having eaten
it in each shape (in fact, I dined altogether lrom
it), I can speak knowingly ot Its merits.

"We nrst had fitet de chevai.
"This was well cooked, and was tender and

iuicv, and 1 do not thinr that, if it were placed
sideby side with filet d loeuf, one person in a
dozen could tell the difference.

The next dish was tongue oi norse. iois
was dry, not fat ; hard, and had a disagreeable
flavor, tomething resembling the smell of harts-horne- .

Its hardness may have been the fault of
the cook, but it was entirely wantimr in the
melting tenderness that is the excellence of
beef tongue.

"Next came a roast horse ; this was again
very good, well flavored and juicy. The animal
was a scveo-vea- r old horse, not lat ened or pre-

pared iu any'way. In fact, beef or mutton as
lean as this horseflesh was, would, I think, have
been loo dry to be eittable. If the prejudice
cc ;.id be overcome, our tat 'Tom' or 'Charley'
would furnish iced lor the summer.' W. (J. P."

"Charley" now draws a coach, at the age of
twenty-tw- o. . His companion, "Tom.'J died this
spring, uud wan eaten by dogs.
